A DECREPIT NAVY. 

U. S. Admiral Protests Against Des- 
perate State of Affairs. 

Washington, May 19.— "Should war 
break out within the next few years, 
the condition of the navy will be such 
as to lead to disaster." Such Is the 
Statement made by Rear Admiral 
.Mason., chief of the bureau of 
ordnance, In a Btaternent to tlte secre- 
tary of the navy, culling; attention to 

the reduction in the estimates of the 
bureau of ordnance made by the de- 
partment arid the house committee on 
naval affairs. 

Admiral Mason says thai more than 
$12,000,000 has been cut out ot the 
estimates and he declares the condi- 
tion of the bureau as "little short of 
desperate" for tlte coming year. He 
says then; is not now and will not be 

any reserve ammunition available for 
any of the important guns. It will 
probably be necessary to discontinue 
target practice, and new ships must ho 
sent Into commission without ammu- 
nition or reserve gnus on hand, and 
range-finders and the money to buy 
them are lacking.

BLEACHERS COME TO GRIEF. 

Section Collapses During Ball Game 
and Ninny Hurt. 

Rochester, X. v.. .May 19.— Twenty 
people were" Injured this afternoon at 
Culverlleld at the Rochester-Jersey 
City baseball game when a section of 
tin! bleachers collapsed, and as many 
more were .scratched and bruised. The 
accident occurred at 4:40, at the end 
of the fourth Inning. A crowd of 4200 
people was at the ball grounds. The 
bleachers held 1600 and was, filled. The 
people were warned of the coining 
collapse by tin; cracking of timbers in 
a confused heap on tlte ground. It 
took a long time to extricate the in- 
jured from tlie debris. Many, of the 
ball players assisted in tlie task. All 
thf hospital ambulances were sum- 
moned and automobiles were also 
pressed into service to convey the 
patients to tho hospitals. Tin; wildest 
excitement prevailed for a time and 
rumors spread about the city that a 
number of people had been killed, 
Fortunately there was no panic on the 
grandstand. While a dozen people 
were taken to thai hospitals for treat- 
ment, many of whom hail fractured 
limbs or were bruised, only one was 
fatally hurt. The police had ordered 
a number of people off the bleachers 
shortly before the accident occurred.

DIVIDING UP AFRICA. 
I 

That uncivilized nations have no 
rights, except what civilized nations 
choose to give them, has long been 
recognized in the practice of nations. 
Africa is a remarkable instance of this. 
Thirty years ago it was not only a 
"Dark Continent," but it was largely 
an unknown continent. The posses- 
sions of continental Kurope constituted 
then si narrow fringe, whereas today 
they embrace nearly the whole of Its 
area. A writer in ticribner's states 
that at the present time the pirtitlon 
of Africa is practically complete, and 
be gives some interesting details of 
tile territory held by the various 
European nations, regarding which 
France and Great Britain are practi- 
cally equal. The most remaikable 
circumstance of this gigantic acquisi- 
tion of territory, he says, was the 
absence of international strife. Africa 
emerged from the struggle of the chan- 
celleries of Europe to find itself pro- 
vided with new masters in many direc- 
tions. France had become the pos- 
sessor of :i, 300,000 square miles of ter- 
ritory, 1,600,000 of which lay in the 
Great Sahara Desert; Great Britain 
of 2,1!00,000; Germany, a newcomer, of 
nearly 1.000,000; Italy, also e new ar- 
rival, of 550,000, including a aoubtfully 
assigned claim upon Abyssinia; Spain 
Of 150,000; the three states or repub- 
lics — Liberian, Belgian and Africander 
Dutch— of 1,150,000. The oldest colon- 
izers, Turkey and Portugal, claimed 
2,200,000 and S25.000; a total In all of 
11,370,000, leaving the poor little frac- 
tion of 230,000 unallotted, of which 
70,000 lay in the great lakes and most 
of the remainder in the balance of 
boundary commissions. By 1905 Brit- 
ain, in annexing the South African re- 
publics and establishing with Kgypt a 
joint control of the Soudan, added 
son, 000 to her total, and with her prac- 
tical control of the destinies of Egypt 
itself, is today the virtual rule over 
some 3,300,000 square miles. 



BONUSING RAILWAYS.

right moment to take advantage of op- 
portunity. 

James Hill built a line to the coast, 
after all the other transcontinental com- 
panies 'had completed theirs. He saw 
thcro was room, from the development 
that •had occurred, for another paying 
railway built and operated on thor- 
oughly business lines. The Great 
Northern was completed just in time to 
take advantage of the rush to the Pa 
eific Northwest then opening up— to 
reap where others had sown. He is 
now coming into Canada under similar 
conditions, mid why should lie not build 
without public aid? Is there any credit 
duo him for this except ivhat is due to 
a shrewd, enterprising, far-seeing busi- 
ness man? His line from Winnipeg to 
the foot, of the Rocky mountains is 
through a country that is opened up and 
producing, and into which is pouring 
immigration from all parts of the world. 
It will pay from the start from the 
traffic everywhere in sight. In British 
Columbia ho will have to do no pioneer- 
ing, lie has tapped the producing min- 
ing camps at all accessible points, and 
In able, 'by crossing and recrossing the 
boundary line, to take the low gradients, 
following the line of least resistance. 
He comes in when t he country is made 
for him. 

The fact that dim Hill, hy his pecu- 
liar position of vantage, is able to do 
this, is not an argument against the 
policy of assistance that lias been pur- 
sued ia the past, although with our pre- 
sent experience we might have adopted 
a different policy of assistance. Tin 
C I'. It- could never 'have been built at 
the time it was without the credit and 
aid of Canada being at its hack, and 
hence the Jim Hill railways of the pre- 
sent time would not have been a pes 
Bibility. Mackenzie & '.Mann would not 
have built without 'bonuses, and wo may 
assume if Liberal premises are correct 
that we would have had no Grand 
Trunk Pacific without the immense aid 
which it is receiving from the Douiinoii 
government. These railways arc fac 
tors in giving the west the "boost" that 
it lias had. Success having been dem 
onstrated 'by the confidence of the coun- 
try in itself, there is no great amount 
of moral courage involved in t he Great 
Northern entering the field as a com 
petitor, especially as it has, with the 
exception of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, a fair chance of being completed 
aw soon as the other systems, if not be- 
fore. Hill comes in to pluck the ripe 
fruit, the cultivation of which lias been 
the work and effort of others. If, as 
stated, he proposes to operate an entire- 
ly Canadian system, independent of the 
■Great Northern, he is heartily welcome 
and will 'be a great factor in the coun- 
try; but if he proposes to make his 
Canadian system auxiliary and tribu- 
tary to his American system, to feed 
the latter with Canadian produce, he i.s 
simply diverting so much of the traffic 
from those who made it and to whom 
it legitimately belongs. If we were to 
consider Canada part of the common 
wealth of the United States, then w 
would say that traffic should follow 
flie most natural and easiest channels, 
no mutter in -what direction it went, 
but if we have taken ■pains to build ujl 
systems of communication to make us 
independent of the United States, as 
we have done, and erected tariff walls 
to keep that trade within our own coun- 
try, then Jim Hill is simply undoing 
what the country lias been striving so 
hard to do in the past, and is professing 
to continue to do now and propot.es to 
do in the future.

IRON SMELTING. 

Anxiety is beginning to be expressed 
on account of the supply of iron. At 
the present rate at wheh iron and 
steel are being utilized, it is estimated 
that the available sources of the ore 
will be exhausted In between 25 and 
50 years. This Is serious for con- 
venience of immediate postei. How- 
ever, there are immense deposits n 
British Columbia, in China, Siberia 
and other undeveloped parts of the 
world which are probably not taken 
into consideration In making the esti- 
mate in question. Iron is the com- 
monest of nature's products in metals, 
as It is the most useful, and we as yet 
know but little of the resources nf the 
world In that respect. Still, the amaz- 
ing increase In the consumption of 
Iron seems to the practical scientist 
to be out of all proportion to the 
present available supply, and it Is an 
absolute moral certainty that a country 
like British Columbia, endowed with 
such stores of Iron, must sooner or 
later figure In n big way 
economic factor In its production. A i 
present, it Is just a question of indus- 
trial and commercial conditions which 
stand in the way, or rather have' stood 
in the way, of an Iron industry being 
developed on this coast. There are 
conditions of labor and market to he 
considered, and we must establish be- 
yond all doubt that we can manufac- 
ture as cheaply as other parts of the 
world and carry it to the market in 
dividends I competition with the manufactures of 
proc 



ways be remembered that these things 
must be produced on a large scale to 
meet modern conditions, and the 
manufacture of iron and steel, par- 
ticularly, requires very large funds. 
We must think in the millions. The 
capitalist wants, therefore, to see a 
return somewhere in sight to risk the 
money necessary for the enterprise. 
In other words, wo. must show that by 
our natural and geographical advan- 
tages: we can produce iron and stgel 
sufficiently low in price to compensate 
for other disadvantages. Nova Scotia 
had to do that before it could establish 
Its Iron and steel works at Sidney; 
C. B. 

Great Interest lias been taken in the 
electro-thermic smelting of iron and 
steel, and ' while the problem of the 
process has been established beyond 
doubt, It is dependent upon certain 
conditions in order to demonstrate its 
superiority over existing systems. 
Being dependent upon electricity, it is 
also dependent upon water power. 
Given the latter in contiguity with the 
ore supply, there is no doubt that the 
process promises great things for the 
future of this coast. There Is, how- 
ever, nothing magical In connection 
with Its treatment of the raw material. 
Iron is still iron, and steel still steel, 
with the many unsolved problems still 
to be worked out witli their produc- 
tion. 

Engineering, one of the great tech- 
nical Journals, discussing the subj 
suys that the Bessemer and Siemens- j 
Martin processes have been can led to 
a great refinement, and the material 
produced by them, as regards quality, 
holds a high place in engineering con- 
struction, whilst the rapidity of pro- 
duction and low cost they have made 
possible are economic advantages of a 
high order. Beyond Improvements in 
detail, none the less Important because 
they are small, these processes remain 
in principle much as tney were origin- 
ally. It will probably be a long time 
before they are supplanted. There 
are those who look forward to an 
electrical method of producing lion 
and steel, If any practical system of 
this nature for converting iron ore 
into pig iron or steel could be intro- 
duced, using the stored-up powers of 
Nature instead of burning carbon- 
aceous fuel, the revolution In practice 
would be great. Probably over one 
hundred million tons of coal, equal to 
about one-seventh of the world's total 
output, are used annually in the 
smelting of iron, to say nothing of the 
further large quantities employed in 
the subsequent working of iron and 
steel into more finished form. Where 
water power and suitable Iron ore can 
be found together, then, no doubt, 
satisfactory electrical smelting prac- 
tice will be developed; but this can 
only come slowly. Pioneer work is 
being doen In Sweden, Prance and 
Canada in electrical smelting for the 
production of steel, .but unless water 
power can be obtained at economical 
rates, it would seem that the applica- 
tion of this system must remain very 
limited; that other sources of power 
should be used at present appears out 
of the question from an economical 
point of view. Moreover, the electric 
furnace does not purify steel more than 
other furnaces not specially adapt- 
ed to that purpose. Bad steel can be 
produced by it as easily as by ordinary 
processes. The old type of crucible 
steel melting, so largely practiced In 
Sheffield, has often been threatened 
with extermination, but more material 
is now produced in this way than ever 
before. The electrical system has In 
this older method, notwithstanding Its 
extraordinary wastefulness, a com- 
petitor that will hot soon be annihil- 
ated. There is no magic In the elec- 
trical method, as it would almost seem 
some would have us believe. Steel 
made by it shows similar analysis and 
has the same physical qualities as that 
produced in other ways.

FLOATING ISLANDS. 

HER are several floating Island* 
mentioned In Action, but there are also 
many which really exist. England pos- 
sesses at least one tloatlng Island— tho 
one in Oerwent water. It appears and dis- 
appears In the most erratic manner, and 
was In view for several weeks last summer 
off Hodore, after having been missing for 
about seven years. 

There are some well known instances In 
the .Mexican lakes. Some of them are 
finite "free lance" Islands, drifting hither 
and thither at the mercy of the winds. 
Others are simply tongues ot land com- 
pletely undermined by the water, and 
hanging to the mainland by strips of 
spongy soil, which allow the Islands to 
swing about In the most uncanny manner. 

Several Islands In tho Mexican lakes are 
partly natural and partly artificial. Masses 
of tangled vegetation collect In the water 
there, and when these masses are strong 
enough the Mexicans lay soli upon them. 
Very soon fresh vegetation takes root In 
the soil, the little Islet begins to collect 
dust on Its own account, and In course of 
time It develops Into a good sized Island, 
which the natives cultivate in the ordinary 
way.

By cutting little .holes In the stem at dif- 
fnrenl distances you may produce different 
r.otes toy stopping the 'holes with the fin- 
gers and by practising a while until the 
right distance is obtained between the, 
notes a tune may be played.

To make a cornstalk fiddle for your or- 
chestra cut a piece of cornstalk so that 
thero Is a Joint at each end.

AT KAMAKURA you can find a 
slight understanding, as much as 
is permitted au alien to know of 
the soul of all the East. The great yel- 
low short sweep of the long bench is 
fringed "with -sampans more yellow, and 
yellow junks swing lazily in the dazzling 
•blue, a ghostly blue reaching to the 
faint grey line of almost ghostly moun- 
tains and the horizon where the unfleck- 
ed blue of ftihe sky meets the more liiril- 
iliant blue of the sen. Years :before 1 
had seen a Japanese water j color of this 
beach and sea and I had heard critics, 
deride its dazzling blue and glaring jel- 
Jow; now 1 know the artist painted true. 
iFrom the sea an avenue of lofty crypt- 
omeria lends to hundreds of torii, which 
are the entrances to* many temples- In 
Qcuruma you cannot read, the jolting 
prevents reading; you are unable to con- 
verse with a companion other than in 
shouts, the rattle of the wheels and the 
custom of the guild which rules that 
ricksha must not be ranged other itJian 
behind each other prevent conversation, 
iln kurumu one can only see and dream; 
1 liis is why the journey from the sea on 
(the road (between the cryptonicrias 
'haun'ts 'me yet with visions of dimly-Vt 
temples of high steep (lights of nge- 
jernmbled stone steps, of weather-beaten 
itiled roofs of bright-hued porcelain over- 
hanging the ponderous and superabun- 
dant .beam-work with no stain to ilis- 
/oolor the native wood other than the 
senescent hue of ago; of massive 
tu'onzen bells inscribed with huge ideo- 
graphs and with great swinging 'beams 
like battering rams alongside that 
priests might swing them against the 
'resounding bronze; of lofty torii of 
"bronze and stone, monster arches wth 
(peculiarly turned double cross-beams 
resting on columns built with tons of I 
(metal; of small 'hells cast from gleaming 
llicaps of polished 'bronze mirrors which > 
thousands of devoted women bad sacri- 
ficed to the priests of Kamnkuru, 

The .surge of war was on in the land, 
and other streets I bad seen were full 
of white and blue uniforms, the noise of 
flaring bugles and rumbling of passing 
.•utillory and clattering horsemen. Troops 
wen; assembling and filling the great 
barracks and inns and public places to 
overflowing; they were being billeted in 
squads upon the dwellers in the cities. 
Nightly, troop-trains rolled into the dark- 
ness from Shinhnshi while patriotic and 
sleepless citizens waved great paper 
lanterns from bamboo poles and floated 
lofty banners, and the streets were 
bivouacs of waiting soldiery, temple 
yards were armed camps and Buddhist 
priests addressed squadrons and regi- 
ments in the courtyards, shaven Shinto 
priests laid razor blades on the close- 
cropped heads to place hundreds of 
lighting men under the protection of 
Aniida. Women stood in the liateled 
gates of temple yards to beseech their 
.sisters to sew a thread in the waist- 
bands sewn by a thousand women, 
with a prayer to Ainida-Butsu breathed 
over each stitch, that their soldiers 
might have a talisman to guard them 
from all harm; the pilgrim chant of thn 
sacred invocation chorused loud ami 
money-seeking acolytes pushed their 
way 'mongst the throng to sell won- 
drous mntnori' that were tiny Buddhist 
shrines holding miniscule idols of the 
god of luck or of the deified Kato Klyo- 
inasa, who conquered Korea many years 
before, and whose shade was confidently 
believed by a superstitious soldiery to 
have gone again in the van of the in- 
vading army already landed in Korea. 
If yptl asked the kurumayas waiting 
for hire by the side of the crowded canal 
where the junks were waiting until the. 
rising tide lifted them from lbs mud 
each man could have told you of the 
galloping hoofs that bad been heard 
echoing over the stone flags of the court- 
yard and of a great shadow- that, passed 
—the shadow of the nebulous, Kato 
.Aliyomasa bound again to invade Korea 
with the army that carried the rifle of 
the pattern of 1905 instead of the hal- 
) 



herds and swords of the mail-clad 
Samurai of Kiyoumsu. The tinexcited 
people came and went, though, as 
aforetime, and only the gathering of the 
fighting men and munitions and the 
things incident thereto differed from 
the days before the war. 

In Kamakura, even at the temple of 
Hachiman, god of war, whence — so the 
kurumaya told me — the pigeons took 
(light when war was declared, the calm 
of Buddha's face was on the land. 
Kamakura is a place of peace, though 
in past years war has surged there. The 
priest who poinfed to the spreading 
cryptomeria, beneath which loritoini, 
the Shogun was slain during one of the 
civil wars when the sword changed cap- 
itals, told me of the days when Kama- 
kura was a populous capital instead of 
a small village, with olden castles and 
moss-grown battering walls of grey 
stone, rising from the moats, temples 
and torii, and the greatest temple of this 
laud of temples. Moreover, the priest 
told me of the tidal wave which swept 
away this temple, incidentally killing 
some thousands, and left the great tow- 
ering brouz Dai-butsu standing uncov- 
ered amongst the cherry trees. from 
Kamnknra Buddha's light is held out to 
direct the toilers of Asia to the Way; 
the Way which leads to the perfect 
peace of Nirvana. 

When one has seen the great bron- 
zen Daibutsn of Kamakura many 
thiugs scant understood before are 
plain. 

Among the pine trees, a greensward 
broken with grottos and small ponds 
with lotus leaves floating on the water, 
amid cherry blossoms sits the Croat 
Buddha with arms folded and head 
drooped slightly forward and serene be- 
yond belief. "A statue solid sex, and 
moulded in Collossal Calm." so the 
poet aptly wrote. One sits <m the 
greensward in contemplation drawn ir- 
resistably by the wonderful placidity 
wondering how the deft hand of the 
bronze-worker of seven centuries ago 
fashioned the segments which, when 
joined, as are the plates of a steam- 
er's hull, portray such a contented calm 
serenely, a peace suggestive of subjug- 
ated passion, of all that is grand and 
noble; of the Perfect Enlightenment 
which precludes the Perfect Peace of 
Nirrunj, the goal of many weary 
plodders on the Way. One Goroyemon 
fashioned the Great Buddha by orders 
of the Shogun Yoritoml, (Jo-1 years ago 
in the days when the greater Kama- 
kura was filled, like Kyoto, with mag- 
nificent religious structures. Emperor 
after Emperor and Shogun after Shogun 
vied with each other in building, en- 
dowing and embellishing temples of all 
the eight sects of Buddhism and Kam- 
akura became filled with porches, 
pagodas, hexagons, bell houses; in fact, 
it was the home of Buddhism in Asia. 

first I must state with posit iveness 
that Buddhism forbids "Joshi" but 
the teachers of the great god of Kama- 
kura give it a new meaning, "Joshi" is 
double suicide. In the West double 
suicide is a nefarious business, a mat- 
ter to make the witnesses shudder and 
draw their garb aside while those whose, 
duty it is, so to do, carry away the 
suicides to unknown graves; a man and 
woman who in blind frenzy of unbridled 
passion jointly suicide in the West am 
considered to have done an abhorrent 
thing. in the East the double sui- 
cide of lovers is a different matter; it is 
a cool anil deliberate action and is sac- 
redotal, for the suicides have [fledged 
themselves to each other in a blood 
bridal the certificate of which is death. 
The two have gone together from this 
world into the unknown Mcido ns the 
bride and groom of death. It is usual 
that the suicides die together that one 
may not be left alone on the myster- 
ious path of the Meldo and no shame is 
too great for the survivor who by rea- 
son of the interference of others or be- 
cause of any reason has lived while the 
companion of (he red bridal has died. 
By common consent, though, one will 
sometimes agree to pass to the un- 
known alone to wander on the Way un- 
til the other follows. This was the 
spirit of the feudal times that were not 
so long ago. The samurai, before go- 
ing into a hopeless battle sometimes 
killed wifa nnd family, the better to 
forget, the things thn Code of Iyeyasu 
commands the warrior to forget — name- 
ly, home, dcr;r ones, and his body. Aft- 
er the act of ferocious heroism the 
samurai was ready for the shinimono- 
gurui— tho hour of the "death-fury"— 
and would give and take no Quarter. A 
soldier In Tokio killed li is motherless 
child and hurried to tho front to join 
his regiment. He sought death in the 
field nnd found it that he might join 
bis child on the journey to the Meidp. 
Any follower of Gautanina will tell you 
that the child wnitud for her slayer in 



the land of shades that they might 
journey together on tho way. 

These matters may explain that dou- 
ble suicide in Asia is not considered the 
nefarious thing of the Occident. 

A shaven priest of the Xicheren sect 
told me these things as wo sat on the 
greensward contemplating trie passive 
statue of the Great Buddha towering 
from the grove of purply-white cherry 
blossoms. The next house to the inn 
is a low and dingy hovel of wattle and 
a fisherman, with his wife and daugh- 
ter lived there. The daughter was 
comely. She died yesterday morning 
and by her own hand. Soon after 1 
awoke and looked across the glistening 
long beach — the ebb had run far out — 
1 heard the chanting of the "Namu 
.Myo Ho Uenge Kyo" by many voices. 
Then 1 heard the low tapping of little 
Buddhist drums and the serving girl 
who was rolling away the futami in 
which I had slept told me that liana 
San, the fisherman's daughter, was 
dead. The calling of the dead girl's 
mime in the breaks of the moaning and 
weeping conveyed the news of this. 

"The daughter of the Law loved well" 
said the old priest with a sigh. She 
lived only eighteen years in this exis- 
tence. Her father, Tarn San 
the fisherman, took her with him often 
when he joined the sampans, for she 
was clever with the nets. She met 
Watanabe San when she went with her 
father to sell their catch; Watanabe 
was a fish-seller. They had met after- 
ward by arrangement at a village tea- 
house and pledged themselves to each ] 
other — as the loving Watanabe had 
said "even for seven existences." But 
Tarn the fisherman had. unknown to his 
daughter, received offers of money for 
her from Okomoto, the usurer, and hail 
agreed to consider the matter of her 
marriage. 

"While men and women meet and 
love at first sight in Japan as in other 
lands, it is also the custom that their 
parents make matches fur them with- 
out even consulting them. A girl, be- 
cause of the filial duty she owes to her 
parents, must permit the barter of her- 
self and oft-times a ricksha conies to 
the bouse of a maid to carry her off to 
a husband she has never seen. Thus, 
Tarn the fisherman .planned to sell his 
daughter in marriage to Okomoto the 
usurer for a new sampan, some money, 
anil the remission of a debt. These 
things the lovers did not know, and 
they were as happy as lovers usually 
are in Japan as elsewhere. 

"When the "doinrei" came to the vil- 
lagers and the shower of pink papers 
called them to the colors because of the 
war, Watanabo pressed fur marriage 
and the fisherman told him that liana 
San was In he married to old Okomoto, 
Watanabe knew his beloved could not 
have chosen the decrepit old money- 
lender in preference to him and he knew 
at once that the match was not of 
O'Hnntt's making. He sought his de- 
sired one at once and came to my cell 
to ask that 1 marry them hut O 
liana's final obedience was great, coun- 
terbalancing with h'eV love. She detest- 
ed the money-lender and swore that she 
would love no other than Wutanabe; 
hut she had been taught thai a daugh- 
ters first duty is to her parents— that 
is the teaching of generations. 

"And she married the money-lender?" 
I interpolated. 

"Yes, she married the money-lender," 
said the priest, "but her heart was given 
to Watanabe. The fish-seller joined his 
regiment, at Tokio on the day of the 
marriage— he had said his farewells to 
Hana San the previous night on the 
curved bridge in the temple of Hachi- 
man and there they pledged themselves 
to each Other for future lives.

Her father (Milled mo when ho 
found her. and 1 sent for the women 
to prepare the body for the grave, 

"A tragic end." said I in my ignor- 
ance. 

"A tragic death, indeed." said the 
priest, "but not the end. The daughter 
of the law is already on the Way to 
the Meido and she awaits her lover 
there.

Dear Sir (or Madam), 
Provincial ltoyul Jubilee ho: 
Victoria, 0, — opened In the 
in memory of the lirst jubilee of our I 
late beloved Queen, and dedicated to 
her honor — is still incomplete, and that 
the especial addition of a maternity 
bililding in connection wit h that insti- j 
lotion is most urgently needed, it was 
decided by a large and representative] 
committee of the Hospital Aid societies 
to make a very special and widespread 
appeal on this behalf; not alone in the 
immediate community of Victoria, but in 
the province, and districts, and also in- 
dividually, to those benevolent and pub-

. measures being approved and endorsed i 
iby the ■ council, and a special committee 
appointed to carry out the same: 

1. That a circular letter be written; 
and printed setting forth the present 
need — together with the statement of 
the I'll ml already ill hand — and (lis- ] 
tributed throughout the city and prov- 
ince soliciting help for this most 
(worthy object. 

2. That a letter should be addressed 
to the bishops and clergy, asking them I 
to consider favorably the establishment j 
of a "Hospital Sunday" in Victoria, and I 
that the contributions on the inaugural | 
sSunday be devoted to the fund for tliej 
Queen Victoria Memorial ward for Ma-; 
ternity cases at the Provincial lloya'l I 
Jubilee hospital;- the date chosen being, 
if possible, the Sunday preceding the 
24th of May next. (In this connection it 
is gratifying to add that the churches 
luive, unanimously, agreed to this re- 
quest.)

The famous RockBlidc orchard of 
.Air. K- M. Palmer's is n sort of experi- 
mental station around which is grouped 
n number of younger orchards that are 
only just now coming into 'bearing. The 
owners of these are reaping the benefit 
of the failures and successes wbicii 
have lltcudcd the efforts of the older 
growers; failures which hove led to the 
... banilonnietit of certain methods and 
varieties; and successes which have 
'been the stepping stones in the building 
up Of all industry that menus wealth 
and comfortable living to hundreds Of 
growers, ami increased trade and pros- 
perity to the city of Victoria. 

Adjoining Kockside ou the north is a 
small orchard of eight and a half acres, 
ih,. property of 10. Flemiug, the Gov- 
ernment street photographer. Of the 
one thousand trees, about .seven hundred 
arc apples of several varieties. Thx 
trees have been planted three years, and 
therefore have not borne any fruit as 
v,.t tor the market. Mr. Fleming does

On the hillside almost overlooking the 
ranch is a flowing well, the water (rom 
which is icy cold. If necessary this wa- 
ter could lie used for irrigating a large 
pari of tlie orchard. Whether this 
would be an advantage or not is difficult 
i to say. Fruil seldom suffers from 
drought if the laud is well cultivated, 
•but for late varieties it might bo used 
with advantage in the autumn. 

Mr. Stewart is by trade a stonecutter, 
and he is workiug on the CP. It. 'hotel 
while his orchard is getting ready to 
provide him a comfortable living, lie is 
very proud of his ranch, not without 
reason, for it is one of the most coin- 
pact and flourishing places in the dis- 
trict. As soon ns he can li ml time lie 
intends to build for himself a stona 
house, the rock for which is cropping 

out jus: in the riglil spot. There arc 
also enough granite boulders for the 
facings. 

Adjoining the orchards of Messrs. 
Stewart. Borden, and It. M. Palmer 'a 
a smaller one, the joint property of 
Palmer & Andrews, the former being 
a relative of the owner of Kockside. 
These gentlemen have a snug little six- 
acre place, in the pink of condition. The 
whole of it is planted to trees now hi 
their fourth year, and with almost every 
variety of smaller fruits between the 
rows. 

There are one hundred plums and 
prunes of the Oram] Duke, Knghdiert, 
and Hungarian varieties. The last men- 
tioned is sometimes culled Pond's seed- 
ling and in Winnipeg they are often 
known as pross prunes. There are also 
a few trees of other sorts, but. if plant- 
ing again' .Mr. Palmer says he would 
(•online himself to about three or four 
at the most. 

|The seventy-five. -pear trees arc most- 
ly Bnrtletts, hut the main crop hero, as 
at all other orchards in this district, will 
be the apple. In this orchard there are 
five hundred of these, the varieties be- 
ing Duchess, Wealth, Bismarck, Bos- 
cop. Kings and Blenheim Oranges. 
There arc also some ( iravonsf ems. Rib- 
stone Pippins, and Cox's Orange Pip- 
pins. To complete the assortment there 
are about fifty cherries, mostly Olivets, 
that are in good bloom and promise a 
good crop this year, although they are 
but four years old. having been planted 
in the orchard three years ago. The 
stock all came from the I.a.vritz nursery 
and the trees look healthy and flourish- 
ing. 

It is scarcely necessary to speak In 
detail of the small fruits. Tlie two 
acres each of strawberries and rasp- 
berries arc the main crops, but almost 
all the other fruits ore represented. 

Tlie flower garden iu charge of .Mrs. 
Palmer adds to the charm of this pret- 
ty spot, and the roses and poach trees 
that cllnpr to the house for support 
loud their fragrance and loveliness to 
form a foreground that with the oaks 
behind and the orchard before and on 
either band form one uf the snuggest 
and most artistic spots in the country.

Assiut is a big town with 
some showy buildings, an attractive 
bazaar and a guide who represents the 
thirty-third degree of seonridrellsin.

The aniiy council of 'Ureal Britain 
in their conditions as to future contracts 
have added u clause to the effect thai 
the wages paid to workmen employed 
are to be those cnrreul in the districl 
in which the contract is executed and 
carried out. 

Daniel J. Keefe. president of the 
Longshoremen*)' union is planning the 
formation of u labor union trust on the 
Ureal Lakes, which "ill become pos- 
sibly tho greatest labor organisation in 
the world. It will include every de- 
partment of labor and will control ab- 
solutely hike business, 

London waiters are ashing the gov- 
ernment to limit their work hours to 10 
per day, to abolish the system of de- 
ductions from their wages, to include 
waiters in the Compensation bill, to 
place under state control all employment 
agencies, and to compel the employers 
to give references to employees. 

Owing to the actiteness of the do- 
mestic servants problem In Now Zea- 
land, the labor department is besieged 
with enquiries whenever a home steam- 
er is reported, and if there are any pos- 
sible servants on board they are snapped 
up before they have time to land. 

The strikes going on in franco rind 
Italy at the present time are both in- 
dustrial and political, the workmen de- 
manding shorter hours, increased pay, 
and incidentally greater political power. 

In 1002, ISO local painters' unions, 
were working ten hours per day. 280 
unions nine hours per day. and ICS 
unions eight hours per day. This "was 
an average of !IIC hours per day. At 
the present time forty local unions 
work ten hours per day — .'IDS have 
gained the eight-hour day. 

Since the successful strike of the 
grand opera chorus --'iris in New Tori; 
several weeks ago. their union bus been 
growing rapidly. The now union is 
known as No. 14 of tho Actors' Na- 
tional Protective Union, chartered by 
the American Federation of Labor- lis 
members include German, French. Eng- 
lish, and Italian singers. 

Nearly ten thousand building laborers 
who have been earning oil cents an 
hour for the last three years, have been 
granted an increase of live cents an 
hour, or -In cents a day. It is estima- 
ted that the increase will amount in 
the aggregate to $1,000,000 a year.

The Trade Union Bank of Chicago, 
the first institution of its kind in _ this 
country, opened its doors for business 
last week. The bank is to draw ils 
support from the 071 labor unions of 
Chicago and their individual member- 
ships. Savings, checking and loan de- 
partments will be maintained. The 
bank has a capital of $500,000 and was 
chartered under the laws of Arizona. 

Nearly every largo city of Texas is 
represented at the annual convention 
begun last week at Beaumont, Texas, 
by the State Federation of Labor. The 
convention will be in session several 
days, during which time a number of 
matters of great importance to tic 
labor organizations of the state " ill re- 
ceive attention.

Strike last week, the employers refusing 
in sign an agreement which calls for 
a nine hour day in summer and an eight- 
hour day in winter, and raise the mini- 
mum wages to i-:i cts, an hour ami 
the maximum to 10 cents. There is 
also trouble at the Vulcan Iron Works, 
wlie re the blacksmiths and machinists 
and moulders have asked fur an increase 
in pay.

The third annual meeting of the 
British Columbia Electric Railway Co.'s 

Sick B 'lit Association was held in 

the company's car shops on Friday 
evening, when- practically all the em- 
ployees off duty, numbering To, were 
present. The balance sheet as pre- 
sented by the secretary showed the as- 
sociation lo ho in a very nourishing 

condition, notwithstanding the fact thai 
owing to an extraordinary amount of 
sickness among the members during tho 
past, year the calls upon Ihe treasury 
had been exceedingly heavy. Short 
addresses were made by A. T. Coward, 
local manager; U. M. Tripp, assistant 
superintendert; F. llewlings, superin- 
tendent of the gas department H. 
Gibson, traffic superintendent, and 
others, congratulating the members on 
the success that had attended the af- 
fairs of the nssdeiation since iis or- 
ganization. The election of officers for 
the ensuing year then took place and re- 
sulted as follows: President, A. T. 
Coward; vice-president, -I. M. Munnis; 
sec. -i reas.. .1. < ;. Batlershy: committee 
of management and transportation, I!. 
Dewar and A. W. Clayton: mechanical 
W. II. Armstrong and II. Norman; gas 
department, W. < I. Roach. 

Flans for organizing Chicago work- 
men on a large scale were completed 
recently by the local Federation of La- 
bor. 1 1 is proposed that every national 
union shall send an organizer into Chi- 
cago In Stir up the working people us 
they were never before. Tim American 

Federation of Labor will also send a 
score of organizers lo aid in the work. 
According ao the leaders ia the move- 
ment the primary object is in strengthen 
lhe trade unions, hut beyond that is the 
intention to organize tho working peo- 
ple oil independent and political lines 
as recommended by President Gompers 
and ihe executive council of the Federa- 
tion of Labor. More than 11,000 organil 
iters will take up the work and before 
next November it is expected that 200,- 
000 new members will be added lo lhe 
trade unions. 

Mr. Henry Broadhurst, who was 

under secretary of the Home Office, 
Loudon. .Eng., in the Liberal govern- 
ment of 1880, nnd who served his party 
fur many years in parliament, has boon 
placed on Ihe suprranuution fund of the 
Operative Society of Stonemasons, re- 
ceiving a weekly allowance of lis. Mr. 
W. Hancock, general secretary of lhe 
Operative Stonemasons' Friendly So- 
ciety, explained that .Mr. Broadhurst 
had applied lo be put. on the superan- 
nuation fund. ••There are J."iO besides 
Mr. Broadhurst," said the secretary, 
whom we are now paying lis. per week. 
We pay this for used-up pay — that is 
when a stonemason is no longer able I" 
work. ••But if .Mr. Broadhurst cares 
lo apply for sick pay in addition to the 
superannuation allowance he would get 
10s. a week for eighteen weeks, 5s. 
per week for another eighteen week-, 
and ^'s. a week after that. "We have," 
he said, "200 masons to whom we are 
paying superannuation money in 
amounts varying from 5s, to the maxi- 
mum amount of lis. per week." 

A good story is going the rounds con- 
cerning Mr. John Williams, the labor 
member for the Cower Division of 
Glamorganshire, who was some years 
ago ordained a Baptist minister, and 
siill preaches. The other day ihe hon. 
member sat down at one of the dinner 
tables of the House of Commons usually 

reserved for members of the government 
An- you o minister?" nsked the waiter. 
"Yes," was the reply. The waiter's 
face betokened incredulity, but he went 
away. Presently another waiter came. 
"Wliii I department are you a Minister 
in?" he asked. "The Gospel depart- 
ment," answered Mr. Williams. "Oh," 
said the waiter, with a smile; "You're 
too goiid for this table, sir," 

The International Printing Press- 
men nnd Assistants' Union is said to be 
"making ready" to secure the eight-hour 
day for its membership on the expira- 
tion of its present open-shop contract 
with Ihe typothetao. According lo tho 
official organ of thai body, the battle is 
practically on now. and il urges thor- 
ough preparation, both as to the plan 
of campaign and financing the move- 
ment. IN cry will he, "Eight hours for 



work, eight hours for mental improve- 
ment, and eight hours for.. rest; down 
with the open-shop!" If the pressmen 
are in earnest on this subject it would 
seem to bo advisable for the interna- 
tional body to immediately take su-ps 
to prevent certain local unions from 
entering into nine-hour contracts ex- 
tending beyond the date of the national 
agreement with tho typothetao, which 
expires next year. — Typo Journal. 

A deputation from tho National 
Trades and Labor Congress of Canada 
wailed on Sir Wilfrid Laurior last 
we"k at Ottawa. The deputation hi.d 
before the prime minister several reso- 
lutions which had benji passed by in,, 
congress. These urged all increase 
duty on shoes manufactured ii'i the 
United States and ihe fair wage sched- 
ule bo placarded mi government con- 
tracts Where the workmen could see it, 
that a competent and practical carpen- 
ter be appointed scaffolding inspector, 
nnd that while it was advisable to re- 
st rid Sunday labor no amendment 
should be made to prevent Sunday si reel 
cars. Sunday excursions and other 
means of recreation for the men who 
work all week. Sir Wilfrid gave the 
deputation a cordial welcome but. made 

very diplomatic answers. As to the 
increased tariff on shoes, he said it was 
a matter for the tariff commission to 
report on. Speaking of immigration 
he said the policy of lhe government 
was to gel Ihe best, available set- 
tlers, li was agricultural immigrants 
and not mechanics that efforts wore 
made to bring to Canada. The amend- 
ments lo the Lord's Day ad, he said, 
were not intended to stop the running 
of streel cars, etc.; which gave ihe work- 
ing class an opportunity of an outing. 
Some games would also not he pro- 
hibited. The appointmeul of a scaffold- 
ing inspector wns a mailer for the 
provincial governments. 

Secretaries of labor unions will con- 
fer a favor upon ihe labor editor if 
they will forward any items of general 
interest occurring in their unions to The 
Colonist.

ASPHALT PAVEMENT. 

Experience in Toronto Is Advcrso to 
That Kind. 

The Toronto News, in a recent issue, 
had Ihe following, which is now of) es- 
pecial interest lo the ratepayers of .Vic- 
toria : 

"Was ever such another pavement as 
this tolerated oi f the main ave- 
nues of traffic in a modern, twentieth 
century Canadian city 1 .'" 

he speaker referred to Bay street, 
tnc public artery which stretches from 
the city hall m Front street, and is par- 
ticularly used for vehicular traffic by 
reason of tho fuel that it has escaped 
street railway tracks. 

In the short ,-treteh of Bay street, 

between Queen streel and King -street', 
the pavement is permeated by two 
hundred and seventy-four holes; 

Of I Hose, 101 are located between Ihe 
city hall and Adelaide .street, and the 
remaining I LI thence to King street, 

There are, as has been said, no street 
tracks on this pavement to •'share lhe 
blame." nor can they Ibo blamed for 
forcing thu-Jjeavy traffic into one, con- 
tinual wearing) rut. 

And yet this shorl stretch of Bay 
street is, perhaps, the worst in the 
whole oily. 

Not alone are the breaks and holes 
more numerous than over any other 
equal distance of pavement yet inspect- 
ed, hut moreover, their dimensions are 
of oven greater amplitude. Here it is 
nothing to find a diaiu of broken as- 
phalt extending four, live — yes, and 
oven six yards, threo and four in width. 

Many of them, also, are not. content 
with tho excavation caused by the 
breaking ami removal of the usplmll. 
They sink into— and in a lew eases, 
through the concrete. As elsewhere, 
tho primitive method of dumping bricks 
and cedar block into these apertures has 
1 n adopted, apparently with a view- 
to concealing the real seriousness of 
their condition. 

As a matter of fact, it j s . a remark- 
able tiling that no accident has yet hap- 
pened on thjs much-traveled portion 
of iBny street. Anyone who watches 
the nigged, jolting progress of a heavy 
vehicle -Mid the consequent unsteadiness 
of tho driver even going at a slow pace, 
can readily realize the .serious possibili- 
ties of — say a runaway. 

The city every day si anils liable to 
■bo mulcted in heavy damages by reason 
J of an accident resultant upon the con- 
dition of this pavement, 

Delay in instituting thorough repairs 
is dangerous — just ns dangerous as the 
condition of the street. 

Toronto's patriotic pride in herself 
calls for immediate action; Toronto's 
civic purse may any time feel the prac- 
tical -punishment of inaction. 

Bay .street can hardly he described, 
at least, this portion of il. Il cannot be 

[exaggerated, ' can full justice be 

■done i" il '" toliiii-jr. If every earn- 
est and progressive citizen -who inter- 
ests himself in the condition of his civic 
home, would make it, a point to travel 
i down town "ver this portion of pave- 
Lion) on Monday morning and inspect it 
I for himself, lhe result would bu better. 
I He will add his voice vigorously and 
insistently to the public demand that 
something must be done for the busi- 
ness pavements of Toronto without de-
